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This cumulation from the listings in the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY aims to be 
a complete and accurate record of American book publication in the four (or 
sometimes five) calendar weeks preceding its date of issue, “book” being defined 
in accordance with a Unesco recommendation as a non-periodical publication 
of 49 pages or more, not counting the covers. Smaller hardbound books and some 
pamphlets of fewer pages, but of special interest, are also listed. 


Coverage extends to the books of all publishers on all subjects, including books 
printed abroad but “published” in the U.S.A. in the sense of being offered for 
sale here through a single designated agent. Omitted, however, are government 
or business publications not primarily intended for public distribution; and most 
serials. 


The form of entry, the Dewey classification number, and the subject headings 
are as established by the Library of Congress for its catalog cards. The descriptive 
annotations have, wherever possible, been prepared after actual examination of 
the finished books, but are intended to place, not to judge the books. 


Prices are shown except when not supplied by publisher or obtainable only on 
specific request, in which case the word “‘apply” is used. “Gratis” is used when the 
book is free. When not specified, the binding is cloth. 


Measurements are in centimeters, the height being given before the width. 
Symbols and abbreviations whose meanings are not readily apparent are:

A NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHY 


By DANIEL MELCHER, Vice-President, R. R. Bowker Company. The following 


is a foreword to the first issue of BPR. 


MANY books are reviewed and talked about 
months before they are published. Others 
seem to appear almost by stealth, and it is 
to catch these latter that librarians have long 
relied on perusal of the comprehensive list- 
ings of “books published during the past 
week” in the Publishers’ Weekly. 

The value of PW’s “Weekly Record” as 
a backstop to other selection procedures can 
be seen from a glance at the following counts 
on the number of listings appearing else- 
where: 

About 2250 books were reviewed in 1958 
in the New York Times Review. 

4110 books were reviewed in 1958 in the 
Library Journal. 

7000 books were briefly described from 
advance information (though not reviewed) 
in 1958 in the Library Journal. 

13,462 books were briefly described from 
actual inspection (though not reviewed either) 
in the Publishers’ Weekly issues of 1958. 

Admittedly, not many libraries bought all 
or even most of the 13,462. In fact, less 
than a third of the titles published found 
their way even into the Book Review Digest. 

Nevertheless, librarians like to be able to 
consider all the possibilities, whatever they 
actually elect to buy, and for this purpose 
they usually rely heavily on PW’s Weekly 
Record. 


A SUGGESTION FROM 
ROBERT KINGERY 


In one library, the New York Public 
Library, they even devised a method of 
photographing the PW entry to avoid copy- 
ing it by hand or typewriter onto their order 
forms and temporary catalog cards, and it 
occurred to Robert Kingery, Chief of the 
Preparation Division, that with very few 


changes in the PW entry, his temporary cata- 
log card could even become his permanent 
catalog card. He approached the Publishers’ 
Weekly to ask whether the changes could be 
made, i.e., to ask whether the PW entry 
could be expanded to give him the same 
data as that found on a Library of Congress 
Catalog card. PW took the matter up with 
the Library of Congress, tested it out’ on 
those who attended the 1959 ALA Conven- 
tion, and adopted the suggestion beginning 
in the Fall of 1959. 


CATALOG AS WELL AS SELECT 
FROM PW LISTING 


The new form, as used in the accompany- 
ing pages, added the LC subject headings, 
and the Dewey Decimal Classification Num- 
ber as established by LC, and the form of 
author entry as established by LC. It is now 
entirely possible to catalog as well as select 
and buy from PW’s current entries, either 
by the photographic techniques Mr. Kingery 
was aiming for, or by simple copying on the 
typewriter. Some libraries copy by typewriter 
directly onto Multilith masters from which 
they can duplicate as many additional cards 
as they need. 

A Bowker representative took the new- 
form-of-entry idea to the Vienna Conference 
of the International Association of Book 
Publishers, where the general reaction was 
“Well, it’s about time you Americans started 
giving Dewey numbers in your bibliogra- 
phies! After all Dewey was an American, 
wasn’t he? We’ve been doing it for years!” 

In fact, Dr. Alois Kisser, Acting Chief of 
the Austrian National Library at Vienna, 
went further and urged, “And please, please, 
arrange the listings in order of subject classi- 
fication, so my _ specialists needn’t wade 
through so much that doesn’t concern them. 
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“My specialists,” he continued, “make no 
complaint about the national bibliographies 
of Austria, or Germany, or France, or Spain, 
or Great Britain, but they are bitterly resent- 
ful of being forced to scan the entire U.S. 
output to make sure of missing nothing in 
their fields.” 


PRECEDENTS IN 
BRITISH NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHY 


After other advice to “study the new 
British National Bibliography and do like- 
wise” a visit to Mr. A. J. Wells, its editor, 
at the British Museum seemed indicated, and 
Wells, too, said “But, of course. Dewey is 
the only possible arrangement for a national 
bibliography that is to be used as a selection 
tool. We studied the matter thoroughly be- 
fore we started in 1950, and could come to 
no other conclusion.” 

There was scarcely a week between the 
above-mentioned conversations in Europe 
and the 1959 Booksellers’ and Library Con- 
vention, but in that time an experimental 
edition of PW’s Weekly Record was whipped 
up with full cataloging and the Dewey ar- 
rangement, and shown around for comment. 

The comment, it must be revealed, went 
against the Dewey arrangement for PW it- 
self, but all in favor of it for a monthly 
cumulation of the PW entries. 

The result is the American Book Publishing 
Record, the ABPR, or perhaps just the BPR 
as seems to roll more readily off the tongue. 
(It was not until things were much too far 
along to change, that someone pointed out 
that in some circles BPR stands for Baltimore 
Pure Rye Whiskey.) 


LC GIVES 
ESSENTIAL COOPERATION 


BPR could not exist in its present form 
without the unstinted cooperation of the Li- 
brary of Congress, and especially of John 
W. Cronin, Director of the Processing De- 
partment, and Alpheus L. Walter, Chief of 
the Card Division. A word may be in order 
as to the procedures through which the PW- 
LC cooperation has been worked out. 

PW receives for listing virtually every 
book published in the USA—or stocked here 
by a publisher or importer having exclusive 
U.S. market rights to British or other books. 
PW gets most books simply because the send- 
ing of an advance copy to PW has been 
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automatic for all experienced publishers since 
1872. It gets others by virtue of everlastingly 
following up newer publishers, or those for 
whom books are a sideline. 


NEW PROCEDURES EXPEDITE 
LC CARDS AS WELL 


Within recent months the most active 
publishers have enthusiastically cooperated 
with PW and LC to mark all advance copies 
being simultaneously sent to both with the 
symbol PWLC. When PW gets such a book, 
it sits back knowing that LC will start the 
same day to do its cataloging. When LC gets 
such a book it knows that PW is waiting for 
the catalog card, and it sets out to deliver an 
advance proof of the card within 72 hours. 

When PW gets a book lacking the PWLC 
symbol, one that may not as yet be on its 
way to LC, it rushes the book to LC by over- 
night mail service and LC again undertakes 
to complete its cataloging within 72 hours. 
(The arrangement of course expedites the 
production of LC cards for all users.) 

One way or the other, the PW editors 
who prepare PW’s entries and descriptive an- 
notations now sit down to their task with 
both book and LC card proof in hand. And 
since books are normally received well in 
advance of publication, the entries normally 
appear in PW in the week of publication as 
always. (Those received only on or after pub- 
lication may appear an issue later, though 
always as soon as possible.) 


MANY USES 
FORESEEN 


The advantages of the new American Book 
Publishing Record to all responsible for book 
selection are expected to be many. 

First and foremost, specialists (department 
heads in large libraries, scholars, scientists, 
etc.) can now hope to keep up in their fields 
without having to pass their eye over mate- 
rial of no possible interest to them. 

Second, generalists and specialists alike can 
do their checking without the irritation of 
occasionally marking the same book twice 
(a definite possibility in dictionary catalogs 
like the Subject Guide to Books in Print and 
the CBI, which are really intended to aid 
those who know what they are looking for, 
rather than those who know not what they 
seek, but want to “keep up.”) 

Third, books once spoited can often or 
even usually be ordered on the strength of 
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the annotations (Europe has nothing com- 
parable to these!) even though these are 
frankly intended to place and not to judge. 

Fourth, the cataloging of books ordered 
can begin at once, either directly from the 
entry, or through the use of the LC Card 
Order Number given in the entry. 

Fifth, the author-title indexes to BPR per- 
mit quick verification of how LC cataloged 
a book—the Dewey number and _ subject 
headings assigned, etc.—or quick check of 
PW’s descriptive annotation. 

This account of the uses of BPR would 
not be complete without acknowledgement 
of its limitations. Though it will cover all 
books listed by PW, which is to say all books 
of 49 or more pages excluding the covers. 
plus hardbound books below that limit, it will 
not cover many government publications, 
federal, state and local, nor imports not 
having one exclusive U.S. distributor, nor 
much else not distributed through normal 
booktrade channels. In this respect it would 
be better compared with the British Na- 
tional Bibliography, than with LC’s National 
Union Catalog. These limitations may also 
serve to explain some aspects of the following 
international comparisons.

U.S. output may indeed be lower than that 
of the USSR and Japan and the United King- 
dom, and perhaps even lower than that of 
West Germany (although the latter count 
includes only 12,359 items that fall within 
the Unesco definition of a book as having 
49 or more pages). However, the compari- 
sons of greatest interest to U.S. libraries 
are probably those between the UK and the 
USA. 


UK AND USA TOGETHER 
ISSUE 26,000 BOOKS A YEAR? 

A comparison between “Whitaker’s Refer- 
ence Catalog,” and the comparable edition of 
“Books in Print,” suggests that about a third 
of the books “in print” in the USA are also 
“in print” in Britain, including both titles 
independently printed in both places, and 


books printed in one place for distribution 
in both. (About 2000 of the US title count 
is in “imports.”) It seems therefore possible 
that US bibliographies contain about 9000 
titles that would not be found in British bib- 
liographies, and that the latter contain about 
17,000 titles that would not be found in the 
former, for a combined yearly output of 
about 26,000. 


LC ACCESSIONS 140,000 
U.S. PUBLICATIONS A YEAR 


Although few libraries will buy extensively 
beyond the listings in the BPR (or, for Britain, 
the BNB), the Library of Congress, of course, 
acquires publications beyond both, and in 
staggering numbers. In fact as regards its 
acquisitions of U.S. publications John W. 
Cronin has the following to say: 

“In the fiscal year 1958-1959 there were 
deposited in the Copyright Office 51,835 
books, pamphlets and leaflets. This figure 
overlaps, of course, with the PW totals. Add, 
for the calendar year 1958, the Government 
Printing Office’s 16,606 publications, exclu- 
sive of serial issues. These totals include pub- 
lications both over and under 49 pages, and 
the two categories are not distinguished, as 
is also true of the following figures. 

“During 1958-1959, the Library of Con- 
gress also received 69,827 publications of 
State governments. We estimate that this 
was about 60 percent of what is being pub- 
lished, or a total of approximately 117,000 
state publications including serials. 

“There are no even approximate figures 
we know of for the publications of coun- 
ties and municipalities. However, for another 
purpose, we recently estimated that there 
might be 160,000 of the former and 35,000 
of the latter each year. The latter figure does 
not include townships, school districts and the 
like, and for them the figure might be 120,- 
000 a year. This, of course, is using the 
term ‘publication’ in the widest possible 
sense, including mimeographed and _ typed 
issuances of only a few pages each, official 
notices in weekly newspapers. and the like. 
In our own accessions we do not distinguish 
between books and pamphlets. If a pamphlet 
is individually cataloged and bound or placed 
in some sort of covers, it is considered a 
‘book.’” 

(Against these figures, the USSR figures 
on book output become easier to understand, 
and in fact have been analyzed further by 
Boris I. Gorokhoff of LC as including about 
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20,000 books in Russian distributed through 
the booktrade, 10,000 books in other lan- 
guages similarly distributed, and about 28,- 
000 free publications, chiefly pamphlets.) 

One far-reaching potentiality of the new 
American Book Publishing Record should 
not be left unmentioned. 

In Great Britain a plan has been in opera- 
tion for the past year under which libraries 
mutually agree to specialize, one accepting 
responsibility for buying every book listed in 
the British National Bibliography in the 
620’s, another accepting responsibility for 
the 630’s, etc. This would not have been 
practical in Britain without the BNB, nor 
in the USA without something like the new 
BPR. 

Under this plan, however, many other- 
wise complicated problems could become 


remarkably simple. For example, if the Mont- 
clair (N.J.) Public Library needed a book 
on agriculture, and knew that the library in 
Flemington, N.J., was the state’s designated 
agency for procuring every book in the 630’s 
to appear in the BPR, Montclair would not 
need to consult any union catalog to deter- 
mine whether Flemington had the book, 
Montclair would know that Flemington 
would have it.

The Scholar’s Responsibilaty 


To Keep Up 


By Daniel Melcher. This article appeared in Scholarly Publishing in America 
(American Association of University Presses), December, 1959 


Of course, every conscientious scholar aims 
to keep up with all the latest literature in his 
field. He is in constant touch with his col- 
leagues and knows what they are working on. 
He may be asked for an opinion on manu- 
scripts submitted to his publisher by others. 
He follows the reviews in his professional 
journals, and may review for them. 

Despite all this he all too often misses fairly 
important contributions to his field, coming 
across them to his embarrassment and chagrin 
a year or two after publication. 

And no wonder, when one considers the 
time lag in the channels of information on 
which he relies. Take the reviews in the schol- 
arly journals. According to Prof. Leroy E. 
Merritt’s recent study, the average review 
appeared 3 months after publication in the 
field of Political Science, 5 months late in 
Chemistry, 6 months late in Philosophy, 8 
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months late in Social Science, and 20 months 
late in Psychology. 

Nor can he rely too heavily on publishers’ 
advertising and direct-mail promotion, not 
only because promotion budgets on scholarly 
books are sometimes small, but also because 
in some cases he actually throws up barri- 
cades against this form of communication. 
He may vote to instruct the executive secre- 
tary of his association not to give out the 
membership list for “commercial” purposes, 
and he may pride himself on not “wasting 
time” on the third-class mail that does reach 
him. When he himself is given a book to re- 
view he may or may not stop to think that he 
owes it to the author and his colleagues to 
review it promptly. 

Is it up to the publisher to put across a 
new book to its intended market? Or is it 
really up to those who read and need and 
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want the book to welcome it, talk about it, 
circulate it, and get it read? 

In the case of the scholarly book the proc- 
ess must be one of teamwork. And teamwork 
means timing. The book that doesn’t get 
talked about when it first comes out, rarely 
catches on later. The review which doesn’t 
appear promptly enough to supplement other 
promotion, may interest future historians, but 
is poor solace to present authors. 

The scholar’s responsibility to keep up is 
therefore a dual one. He owes it to himself. 
He also owes it to his colleagues and society 
in general. It is part of his responsibility not 
only to inform himself, but to help exploit 
to the full every instrument for enlighten- 
ment that anyone else puts at his disposal. 

What can the conscientious scholar do him- 
self to keep up, aside from urging the jour- 
nals he relies upon to accept greater responsi- 
bility for prompt and total coverage of new 
publications? 

Perhaps he should familiarize himself more 
thoroughly with the services upon which re- 
search libraries rely. He knows them already 
as places to go with a specific inquiry. He 
may not know them as something to scan 
regularly as a means of catching promptly 
publications that somehow failed to come to 
his attention through advance publicity or 
word-of-mouth. 

The most comprehensive services that aim 
at prompt, descriptive reporting of the new 
publications are as follows: 

The Publishers’ Weekly aims to list and 
describe all books published or distributed in 
the United States in all fields. It described 
13,462 last year, at the rate of about 250 in 


each weekly issue. Its weakness for the spe- 
cialist has always been that he must at least 
pass his eye over everything to spot what is 
for him. This problem will be eliminated be- 
gniing in 1960 when these listings, expanded 
to represent full Library of Congress cata- 
loging plus the descriptive annotation, will be 
called the American Book Publishing Record. 
Here the arrangement will be by subject (i.e., 
Dewey number) so the specialist need check 
through his own areas only. It will be fully 
indexed. 

The Library Journal has in recent years 
been expanding its advance listings of forth- 
coming books until at present it lists and de- 
scribes over 7000 a year and up to four 
months in advance. These listings are now 
separately available, indexed, as a separate 
service entitled “Books to Come,” issued six 
times a year. 

And now here is a suggestion for scholarly 
and scientific journals. Since the Publishers’ 
Weekly in cooperation with the Library of 
Congress is conscientiously making a week- 
by-week and month-by-month record of all 
new books in all fields, why not make ar- 
rangements to draw on the same data for a 
really prompt and comprehensive list of 
“Books Published since Our Last Issue” in 
each professional journal? Could not the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly provide “made-to-measure” 
bibliographical service to any interested jour- 
nal, delivering, to any desired deadlines, a full 
listing of relevant and near-relevant material 
ready for the journal editor’s blue pencil? Or 
would journal editors prefer to do this for 
themselves, simply by watching what appears 
in the American Book Publishing Record?

Classification, with separate sections appended for such juvenile books 
and fiction as could not more logically be classified by subject. Some
